THE FOURTH DISTRICT CONT EST. 


Lack of In tor rat and Enthnataem Among 
D tm om tA Whose Candidate la Playing 
Taal and Looee W ith all Elements. 
Bania For Republican Bnceees—Sketch 
of tho Candidate* 


The campaign for the special oleo ti cm 
in the Fourth congressional district on 
Aug. IO is attracting mach attention 
throughout the country, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the leaden* at neither 
of the dominant parties seem to be mak­ 
ing any special effort in the campaign. 
There is a lack of interest and enthusi­ 
asm manifest among the Democrats, 
which shows plainly that they are not 
hopeful of carrying the district. 
Mr. 
Griffith, the Democratic candidate, ha 
been playing fast and loose with both 
elements of his party, and while he 
claims to represent the free silver wing

The counties composing the district 
gave a Democratic plurality of 2,465 in

Max von Binzer, who served as “ a 
page at the Berlin court” upon tbs oc­ 
casion of the doubl /f-oyal wedding in 
1877, graphicidly describes the ceremo­ 
ny and attendant festivities in The La­ 
dies’ Home Journal. “ At ll o’clock o« 
the morning of the 18th of February, 
187T,” he writes, ‘‘the day of the well.

royal procession entered tho chapel ad­ 
joining a magnificent chorus interned 
oue of Mendelssohn's superb psalms. 
The* illustrious group ranged themsolvoa 
before tile altar, and Dr. Kogcl, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo­ 
ny. 
As the wedding rings were exf- 
ohanged heavy artillery boomed forth 
the king’s salute of 101 gum The roy­ 
al families exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege returm'd again to th* 
White hall for a short reception, and at 
promising young men, visited in 
5 o’clock wo were summoned again foe 
the great w**'ing lanqnet. Unquiet 
tionably this banquet was tho moat 
unique of modern times. 
“ Covers for IOO persons were laid on 
table's arranged in the form of a horse­ 
shoe in the Hall of Knights. None lait 
those of princely blood was to sit at 
these biblos. The most noble and dis­ 
tinguished vassals of the emperor Wen* 
to serve their royal master aud hts 
guests. The Count von W 
and my­ 
self were detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium. However, we were but links 
in a chain of notables along which th* 
viands were paased to his majesty. Nfcxt 
the king and immediately back of his 
chair stood the commander of an entire 
army corps; next in tho rear stood a 
court chamberlain, to whom we handed 
the various dishes. He in turn passed 
them to the general, who personally 
served King LenjKjld.

In nominating Hon. 
W illiam 
J. 
Bryan of Nebraska as the Democratic 
candidate for tho office of president the 
Democratic party has unwittingly and 
unwillingly forced to the front the issue 
of protection against frc-e trade.

He regards “ a tariff of IO 
per cent levied pnrpt eely for protection” 
as being “ just as indefensible aa a tariff 
of 1,000 per cent ” Of the original free 
trade Wilson bill he said: “ I think tbs 
duties all the way through this bill are 
higher than necessary.” But, low aa 
they were, he viewed it as a “ step in 
tho right direction. ” He also said, “ I 
am for free wool;” again, “ I believe 
In free iron ore;” again, “ The duty 
on coal is indefensible.” 
These brief quotations will enable all 
friends of protection to appreciate th* 
Imminent danger to every American 
wage earner and every American indus­ 
try that would arise through the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Bryan to the presidency. 
Contrast the words of the Democratic 
demagogue with those of Hon. William 
McKinley, “ When there is work there 
is wages, and when there is work wage 
earners are consumers, who #jutribute 
the best market for the products of our 
soil.” How Mr. Bryan can make the 
western farmers believe to the oontrary 
—thut idle wage earners oan “ contrib­ 
ute the bast market for the products of 
our soil” —it will be interesting to ob­ 
serve. 
Ile would close every coal aud 
tron mine, he would let our lumber 
come from Canada, our wool from Aus­ 
tralia anil ti e clothes we wear from Eu­ 
rope, or else he would insist that all 
American bi bor employed In all *uch 
American industries be paid only at 
inch low rates of wages as are earned 
by labor engaged in similar occupations 
abroad.

No effort has yet been made 
to get these diggers out and the m iners 
at other pits w ho have laid dow n their 
tools are grum bling at the slowness of 


the lim it reached during the previous 
general strike of the m iners in 1894. 
The price of coal has advanced 150 
per cent since the strike commenced.

Basis For Republican Success—Sketch 
o f tho C andidate. 


The campaign for the special election 
in the Fourth congressional district on 
Aug. IO ia attracting mach attention 
throughout the country, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the f aders of neither 
of the dominant parties seem to be mak­ 
ing any special effort in the campaign. 
There is a lack of interest and enthusi­ 
asm manifest among the Democrats, 
which shows plainly that they are not 
hopeful of carrying the district. 
Mr. 
Griffith, the Democratic candidate, ha 
been playing fast aud loose with both 
elements of his party, and while he 
claims to represent the free aiver wing 
of the organization his campaign for the 
nomination was conducted by sound 
money Democrats, and the element in 
his party which opposed the principles 
of the Chicago platform, indorsed by 
the district convention, are claiming 
him as their candidate. 
The action of the Democratic district 
convention in serving notice that no 
Populists need apply for a place in the 
Democratic bandwagon this year is be­ 
ing resented by a large class of voters 
who affiliated with the Democracy last 
year because of the policy of that party 
in advocating the free coinage of silver. 
As a result the Populists are now assert­ 
ing that if tuey are to be recognized by 
the Democrats only when they are per­ 
mitted to fuse ami assDt in electing 
Democrats to office they will run their 
own politics and maintain their organi­ 
zation hereafter. 
The counties composing the district 
gave a Democratic plurality of 2,465 in 
1602, and in 1894 a Republican plurality 
of 1,331.

Ceremony Follow ed by the Moot Uni que 
Feoat of Modern Time*. 
Max von Binzer, who served as ‘ ‘a 
page at the Berlin court*’ upon th® oc­ 
casion of the doubl /{-oyal wedding in 
1817, graphiciilly describes the ceremo­ 
ny and attendant festivities in The La­ 
dies’ Home Journal. "A t ll o’clock on 
the morning of the 18th of February, 
1877,** be writes, "the day of tho wed­ 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en espalier down the White hall. As the 
royal procession entered tho chapel Ad­ 
joining a magnificent chorus intoned 
one of Mendelssohn’s superb psalms. 
The illustrious group ranged themselvaa 
before tho altar, and Dr. Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the impressive ceremo­ 
ny. 
As the wedding rings were e.x'- 
oh angild heavy artillery I loomed forth 
the king’s salute of 101 guns. The roy­ 
al families exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege return* d again to th* 
White hall for a short reception, and 
5 o’clock we were summoned again for 
the great w ithing banquet. Unquo» 
tiooftbly this banquet was the most 
unique of modern times. 
"Covers for IGO persons were laid on 
tabu’s arranged in the form of a horse­ 
shoe in the Hall of Knights. None Imt 
chose of princely blood was to si! ai 
these tables. The most noble and dis­ 
tinguished vassals of the emperor Were 
to serve their royal master and his 
guests. The Count von W 
and my­ 
self were detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium. However, we were but links 
in a chain of notables along which til® 
viands were passed to his majesty. Nt*xt 
the king and immediately back of his 
chair stood the commander of an entire 
army corps; next in tho rear stood a 
court chamberlain, to whom we handed 
the various dishes. He in turn passod 
them to the general, who personally 
served King Leopold. 
The emperor, 
William I. was served by the most pow­ 
erful nobles of the empire. (Arnut von 
Stolls rg-Weruigerode, grand master of 
the hunt, carved the game; Prince vim 
Pleas, the grand cup bearer, filled bis 
imperial majesty's crystal goblet with 
the rarest wines of the ‘Voterland.' 
But, curiously enough, none of the re­ 
cipients of this remarkable homage 
seemed at ease, with the exception of 
H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, who was 
evidently much interested in the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, the I ally on his right 
They alone talked and laughed in an 
unconstrained manner.
